DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1, 2, 6, 8, 12, 15, 16, 27, 28, 30, 31, 34 and 35 are pending in the present 
application. 

2. Claims 1 , 8, and 15 have been amended. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings were received on July 03, 2003. These drawings are not 
acceptable. 

4. The drawings are objected to because they are not properly identified or labeled, 
note replacement drawings should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the top margins. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version 
of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. 
Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 



7. Claims 1, 2, 6, 8, 12, 15, 16, 27, 28, 30, 31, 34, and 35 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete for omitting essential elements, 
such omission amounting to a gap between the elements. See MPEP § 2172.01 . The 
omitted elements are: an option for delivery vehicle when Short Messaging Service 
(SMS) is the determined delivery vehicle for the device. Note as presently written the 
amendment does not make this element clear. See for example claim 1 lines 12-19, 
claim 8 lines 20-28, and claim 15 lines 13-20. Also the examiner suggests including the 
limitation "computer implemented" in the preamble of claim 1 to clarify the method. 

Response to Arguments 

8. . Applicant's arguments filed April 26, 2007 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. The amendment overcomes the previous objections regarding the 
limitation of a "notification agent" and "prioritized notification"; however the element of 
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delivery options is still unclear or vague, note objection supra regarding omitted 
limitation. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 1, 2, 6, 8, 12, 15, 16, 27, 28, 30, 31, 34 and 35 would be allowable if 
rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, 
set forth in this Office action. 

Conclusion 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
